Rhode Island with five and 
Delaware with three electora! 
votes are doubtful States which 
Mr. Davie ie not unlikely to carry. 
He is expected to have Nevada and 
Arizona with three votes each 
Thus we arrive at a grand total 
of iv? electoral for Mr. 
Davis, which is sixty-nine votes 
short of a majority of the Biec- 
toral College. 

The Democrats have abandoned 
the West and are to put 
Davis over with the uth and a 
few northern States east of the 
Mississippi. They think Al Smith 
can pull Davis through in New 
Tork, and in that event they will 
win the election; but conceding 
that if they lose New Fern all 
hope is gone. It Davis 
earry all the States 
in the foregoing calculation. he 
would need a combination of New 
York and Ohio or Inos to win, 
or Illinois, Indiana, Ohio and New 
Jersey if he failed to carry New 
York. Another possibility, but 
not a probability. 

If Davis should carry no more 
than the southern, border and 
scattering, States, totalling 197 
votes there would remain 334 votes 
in the Electoral College to divide 
between Coolidge and La Follette. 
If then the Wisconsin Senator 
should get more than eixty-eight 
votes Coolidge still would have a 
Majority but if he got more than 
that number no candidate would 
have a majority and the election 
would go to Congress. 

LA FOLLETTE CHANCES 

Now let us examine the probable 
La Follette strength. He is un- 
likely, in my opini@hi, to carry any 
States outside of the following: 


Wisconsin, thirteen; North Dako- 
ta, five; Nebraska, eight: Idaho, 
four; Minnesota, twelve; South 


Dakota, five; Montana, four: Wash - 


ington, seven. A total of fifty-eight. 

My information leads me to be- 
eve that he will not carry all 
these States. It is-doubtful, for ex- 
ample, that he can win Minnesota 
end South Dakota. But if he should 
Carry them all and no more, Cool 
Age would be elected at the polls 
with ten electoral votes to spare. 
If in eddition to these States La 
Follette should carry Iowa or Call- 
fornia, the election would be 
thrown into Congress. 

If he failed to get Minnesota and 
South Dakota he would need both 
Iowa and California to throw the 
election into Congress. It is possible 
that he will achieve all this and 
more, but the chances are he will 
not. So, while the projection of the 
election into Congress is still a 
possibility that constitutes an ex- 
ceedingly important factor in the 
election and consideration of which 
will influence vast aggregations of 
voters, I do not regard it as a prob- 
ability as matters now stand.

Until the situation crystalliges 
more definitely New York with 
forty-five and Indiana with fifteen 
electoral votes may be c as 
doubtful though Coolidge has the

EUROPE READY TO ACT 

The proposal recently advanced 
in Europe for an early international 
conference on this subject, makes 
preparation on the part of this 
country necessary. Whole-hearted 
co-operation between the govern- 
ment and the communication in- 
terests will be of*prime interest 
when it comes to laying the cards 
on the conference table abroad. 

Some co-operation abroad for 
private communication operation 
may be found. During the last three 
years there has been evidenced in 
Western Europe a tendency toward 
intrusting the operation of com- 
mercial systems, particularly tele- 
phone and radio circuits, to private 
interests. This is not true in En- 
giand, however. And unless there 
is a very decided change on the 
part of other European govern- 
ments from their attitude in pre- 
vious conferences, the growth of 
private ownership of communica- 
tion systems in Europe will not at- 
fect the policies heretofore ad- 
vanced by members of the Inter- 
national Telegraph Union, under 
whose auspices these conferences 
are held. 

While no announcement has been 
made by the administration of this 
country of its intentions in regard 
to the proposed Paris conference or 
its representatives on any of the 
committees appointed to study the 
problems arising therefrom, it 
seems likely that the experts and 
technical attaches who attended the 
Mexican conference will continue 
to work in preparation for any in- 
gg parley which may be 
held.

Set Refuses to Work So

What's wrong 10 this hook-up? 
Perhaps you can ald the Philadel- 
phia fan who sent this letter to 
the chief of a government radio 


office in Washington. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., 
September 26, 1924. 
Dear Fir: 


I wish to describe my broadcast 
receiving set and ask your ad- 
vice for getting better results. 

I have a rubber aerial 674% feet 
long (not counting the insulators.) 
but this stretches and touches the 
roof in the middie. I think this 
may be grounds the signals. I 
am not using any lead-in because 
I bring my aerial to the edge of 
the roof and let the signals slide 
down the lighting rod to my win- 
dow. A friend of mine loaned me 
a wave-length last week, as mine 
isn't working so good, and J wired 
it up in series with the grid of 
my tube, but even this doesn’t 
work so well. I was advised to 
use a set of vernier binding posts 


to get them. In each store the 
salesman looked funny when I 
asked him. 
maybe I -was too technical? At 
last, after my fourth visit to a 
certain store, the clerk told me 
he had a pair. Probably he had 
to send to the factory for them. 
Well, I put them on my set, but 
they don't do any good at all. 

I have tried so many things and 
yet the set doesn't work, and I 
am really disgusted with radio. 
Even the fellows who don't know 
a thing about it, seem to get bet- 
ter results than I do. 

I even tried grounding my aerial, 
but that doesn't do any good at 
all. It even weakens what sig- 
nals I get. For a time I thought 
I didn’t get enough filament volt- 
age, so I hooked up my “ bat- 
tery to the filament. The tubes 
lit up fine for a minute and then 
went down. Do you think the 
nh battery is dead? It won't 
light them any more. 

I have tried the tubes out with 
a magneto, and they spark fine. 

I put a wire from the primary 
of megohm to the rotor of my 
microfarad and even punched the 
latter full of holes. Even this

HUNTING CAUSE OF DISEASE 


What ie disease’? Everybody 
knows that disease involves a phys- 


ical injury to tissue ceris, but what 
and how’. The truth ia we are 
really only at the beginning of our 
knowledge of the cause of disease. 
We must be able to measure ex- 
actly the injury, the vitality and 
the degree of recovery of body cells 
to find the answer. ' 

Recently a man named Oster- 
hout, obscure save among biolo- 
gists, has made a step toward an- 
swering the queriion. Working 
with a common sea weed, laminar- 
ia. he has begun to give exact 
meanings to the hitherto vague 
terms, vitality, injury and recovery. 
He has found that normal weeds 
a certain resistance to the 
of an electric current, that 
this resistance may be accurately 
measured, and that it is always of 
exactly the same order of magni- 
tude for the cells of healtay lami- 
naria. But take the cetis out of 
their natural environment in sea 
water and put them tn solutions 
of different content and density, 
and their resistance to the electric 
current fails at once.

CORN CROP 


Report on Middle West 
Shows Some Damage But 
Less Than Feared 


* 

SIOUX CITY (Towa) Oct. 4.— 
The Sioux City Tribune’s weekly 
and Anal crop report for the 1924 
crop season in Northwest Iowa, 
Southwest Minnesota, South Da- 
kota and Northern Nebraska to- 
day says generally heavy frosts 
the first of the week brought the 
crop growing season to an end, 
though the damage done to corn 
by the frosts was net nearly 80 
great as had been anticipated. nor 
as great as some reports have had 
it. 
In the northern tiers of coun- 
ties of Towa and Nebraska and in 
the southern tiers. of counties of 
Minnesota and South Dakota, the 
damage to corn was materially 
less than it was farther south and 
farther north. .This is explained 
by the fact that the land in these 
counties is higher and dryer and 
that these sections had leas rain- 
fall during the planting season. 
There will be fields. of soft, un- 
marketable corn in all sections 
and at the same time there wil 
be fields of mature corn in all 
sections except in the lowlands, 
where fields were planted late be- 
cause of wet weather. Fall plow- 
ing has been completed. Live 
stock is in prime condition to 
enter the .winter.

FREEDOM OF THE SEAS IX 
HISTORY, LAW, AND POLITICS. By 
B. Potter. Lengmans, GOrees 

& Ga. New York. 

To the average layman the term 
freedom of the seas seems a sim- 
ple statement of an indisputed fact. 
But as a matter of fact controversy 
of the most intense character has 
wagde from as early as 1000 B. C. 
to the present day as to just 
the term “freedom of the seas” 
means. 

While the raged 
through the centuries with more 
or lem intensity, freedom af the 
seas being realized by frst one 
and then another mar- 
time nation— that freedom for 
the most powerful—the whole 
subject was given a fresh impetus 
in 16098 when there appeared «a 
brief work by the eminent Dutch 
lawyer, Hugo Grotius, under the 
title “Mare Liberum.” This work 
pleaded for a free sea tor all men 
and all nations. In the year 1695, 
however, this plea was challenged 
by an eminent English jurist, John 
Selden. * His book bore the title 
“Mare Clausum” and in ft he 
stoutly supported the thesis of «a 
closed sea. These two books are 
today consulted, quoted and set 
forth as authoritative in practi- 
cally all discussions of this moot 
question. 

The author in his preface to this 
book says: “The subject dealt 
with in this volume its one of the 
two or three most vital and pro- 
found . questions of international 
political and legal principle, being 
rivaled in interest and importance 
only by the question of the bal- 
ance of power, with one’ aspect of 
which it is closely related. The 
United States has gone to war four 
times with the object of establish- 
ing on firmer foundations the ¢ree- 
dom of the sea. The question has 
a long and dignified past, a rich 
body of materials for study, «a 
highly controversial present, and «@ 
future intirnately related to the 
great all-inclusive problem of in- 
ternational organization in gen- 
eral. It can, therefore, be com- 
mended to the attention of all 
readers and students of interna- 
tional history law, and polftics 
with greatest emphasis.”

In the first quarter of the moon 
reception was found better in 
early evening. At the full moon 
the hearing clears late at night. 
During the critical period, when 
the moon changes from full to 
new moon, reception is said to be 
the poorest. These observations 
do not take in atmospheric or local 
conditions. The only theory is that 
certain interferences aré set up 
between the earth and the moon 
causing static lines between these 
bodies. If this idea is correct it 
makes simple an explanation of 
fading signals.

azareth, the 
mother house of which is at Ham-

Twenty years ago Long Beach 
made up its mind to outdo At- 
lantic City as a beach resort town. 
It had everything that the eastern 
resort possessed and then some, for 
it had climate, and climate started 
Long Beach on a career of develop- 
ment and growth that has been 
unequalled in the history of Ameri- 
can cities. Climate brought from 
t. farms and small towne of lowa 
and other middle western com- 
monwealths that thrifty, shrewd 
class of country folk who are now 
the backbone of Long Beach-—whe 
saw the future possibilities of the 
emall beach town, who invested 
wisely and who have since reaped 
a harvest in health, wealth and 
happineas. 

LIQUID GOLD FIELD 

Then, three years ago, Long 
Beach again made up ite mind. It 
would become an oll town. With 
the discove of a vast under- 
ground storehouse of crude oil on 
a hill at the city’s very back door. 
Long Beach leaped into almost in- 
stant fame as an oi] center. When 
it was discovered that much of 
the black gold lay beneath city- 
owned property and the royalties 
came pouring in to the city treas-' 
ury. Long Beach gave promise of 
becoming that wonderful thing 
that city planners had dreamed of 
for decade taxieass city.

SOVIET MORE STRICT 

Between this law and that of 
Soviet Russia there is no essential 
difference in the treatment of di- 
vorces to which both parties agree. 
Where one objects, the Russian 
law requires a court hearing and 
the assigning of a cause. Whereas 
no Russian may, according to the 
reports, obtain more than three di- 
vorees in one year, there is no 
such restriction tn Yucatan. 

The Yucatan law has not ful- 
filled the prophecies of its oppon- 
ents and ushered in an era of 
“free love” with official sanction. 
The tncrease in divorces has been 
about 60 per cent. including for- 
eigners who formerly did not figure 
in the total. In 1922 there were 
fifty-eight divorces registered at 
Merida; in 1923 there were 115. 
and of these thirteen had taken 
place before the new law was put 
into effect. 


FORTY AMERICANS 

Some forty Americans, among 
them about a dosen women, have 
taken advantage of the law thus 
far. There have also been En- 
glish, Canadians, Germans, Span- 
ish and Mexicans from outside Yu- 
catan. 

“This accommodating law has 
proved useful in all sorts of cases,” 
says a resident American. “One 
divorce parted a man from a wife 
to whom he had been married

This comment was made by a 
man who came here to get a di- 
vorce against his wife's will, after 
fifteen years of marriage. It is 
characteristic of the attitude of 
those Merida divorce-seekers, who 
regard the frankness of Yucatan as 
more honest and ethical than the 
subterfuges and indirections in 
vogue elsewhere. 

An American Woman who had 
frequent conversstions with Felipe 
Carrillo and was familiar with the

There was the case of a divorce- 
seeking husband who was stranded 
here during the rebellion.

Knowing the oddities and rights 
of the other fellow” has saved 
many a moteriet from a collision 
and a law gut or expensive re- 
pair bill. A little better acquaint- 
ance with the peculiarities of pe- 
Gestriane might play a significan: 
part in safer motoring, e well, 
thinks Don P. Smith, president of 
the Moon distributing organiza- 
tion in Southern California. He 
sent a new Moon series A, around 
town to study pedestrians and here 
are a few of his conclusions on 
the subject: 

“Pedestrians often have difi- 
culty in distinguishing between the 
Drakes and the sceelerator, When 
they should stop, or go into re- 
verse, they are just as likely to 
‘step on tne gas’ and make mat 
tense worse. It you are a good 
driver, you doubtiess figure on 
the other driver doing the wrong 
thing at the wrong time and make 
allowances. The same sort of fig- 
uring with respect to the average 
pedestrian will save many an &oc- 
cident. 

“Pedestrians give less thought 
to walking than motoriste do to 
their driving. This makes a d- 
ference in results. When you 
have dene a thing all your life, 
you are likely to grow a bit care- 


less about it. 

“Pedestrians are subject to 
skidding. It often happens when 
they try to — a sudden halt 
without due consideration for the 
condition of the street. In addi- 
tion to ekidding the walker is also 
subject to tripping. etumBling and 
collepsing, several contingencies 
te which the motor-vehicie is not

To have sweet peas in the 
highest perfection, we must fulfill as nearly 
as possible a few very simple conditions, 
which in California are easy enough. An

abundanee of moisture is required, therefore | 


a rich, deep, moist loam is adapted to the 
sweet pea. Unbleached wood ashes or sul- 
phate of potash affords an excellent snecia! 
fertilizer for the sw: “ee, because it, like 
all the remainder of the pea family, is a 
heavy potash feeder. Dig ihe sweet pea 
ground deep. If you can spare time to sub- 
soil it, the labor will be well expended. Rake 
repeatedly, for fineness is a very important 
essential of the soil that is to produce flow- 
ering plants, and in our climate aids ma- 
ierially in the conservation of soll moisture. 

Before sowing the seed, open a furrow six 
or eight inches in depth, rake into the bot- 
tom two inches of very fine rich soil, drop 
the peas in either single or double rows at 
intervals of about an inch, cover with two 
inches of fine soil, thus leaving at the finish 
a furrow three or four inches deep. This fur- 
row is to be gradually filled in at successive 
hoeings after the peas have germinated and 
grown out of the ground. This is to cause 
the sweet peas to root deeply where it may 
obtain an abundance of moisture in the cool 
depths of the soll, a prime necessity where 
the weather is always hot and dry. When 
the plants are fairly started out of the 
ground, begin cultivation. The first hoeing 
should be thorough and somewhat deep. All 
subsequent hoeings should be very shallow, 
not over an inch in depth. After two or 
three cultivations have been given, and de- 
fore the hot dry summer weather, apply a 
thick mulch to conserve moisture, keep the 
rocts cool and moist, and retain the soil in 
a loose, condition. This will put an 
end to the necessity of all further cultiva- 
tion. In the hot summer weather, it is wise 


once or twice a week to give the sweet pea 


ground a thorough soaking, not a superficial 
sprinkling, but a wetting that will go clear 
to the roots. All blossoms should be picked 
off before they turn to pods or your vines 
will “run to seed” and stop blooming. 
Provision for the running nature of the 
sweet pea had better be made at the time 
of sowing, for if this is delayed, some injury 
to the roots of the plant will necessarily be 
done in driving down posts or stakes. The 
old way of setting untrimmed sticks and 
brush for the vines will answer; but a much 
neater and more attractive job will be made 
by attaching ordinary mesh wire netting to 
good strong posts. Wire netting is quite 
inexpensive, and looks very well as a sweet 
pea support. The trellis should be at least 
five feet (better six) high, especially if the 
sweet pea is planted as it should be, in rich, 
strong land, and the height to which it will 
attain will prove astonishing. Plant now.

manured until well in bloom, when the fer- 
tilizer can be withheld. If boxes are not to 
be had for starting the seed, a shady spot at 
the side of the house will do, provided the 
soil is easily drained. As these plants are 
for winter and spring flowering, they should 
be planted largely in the sun, though they 
will flower in almost any locality sooner or 
later. 


Cinerarias 

Cinerarias are old time favorites and 
should be found in every garden. There are 
few garden plants that afford more variety 
and brilliancy of color, combined with 
luxuriant foliage and compactness of habit, 


if the plants be well grown. They make ex- 
cellent pot plants; in fact, those grown in 
pots, if properly cared for, make finer plants 
than those matured in the garden. The seed 
should be sown now in shallow pans or 
boxes of finely sifted, light, free soil, and 
only lightly covered. These should 
placed in a cood frame well shaded. The 
seed will germinate quite freely providing 
it is fresh. As soon as the plants are large 
enough to handle they should be pricked out 
singly into three-inch pots, using the same 
compost ag previously recommended. Great 
care must be exercised in watering at this 
time, as it takes some little while before the 
roots are strong enough to utilize much 
moisture. A light overhead sprinkling twice 
daily is all that will be required. When the 
pots are well filled with roots, the plants 
should be shifted into six-inch pots, using a 
mixture of fibrous loam leaf mould and 
sand in about equal portion« 


It is a great mistake to allow the plants 
to become severely pot-bound in any but the 
flowering stemsr which mean absolute ruin. 
the proper time tends to induce the plants 
to become wiry, and to prematurely produce 
flowering stems, which means absolute ruin 
The addition of well-decayed horse manure 
to the amount of one-third of the com post 
is the best means of enriching the soil. Wa. 
tering at this juncture is one of the most 
important details, special care being ex 
ercised in never allowing the pot to become 
waterlogged from an oversupply. On the 
other hand, severe dryness must be guarded 
against, as the plants flag very easily, but 
be sure they are dry enough to require wa- 
ter before it is given. 

When the plants become pot-bound give 
weak liquid manure once a week. As soon 
as the center shoot is four inches high it 
should be pinched well down, which will 
induce the viants to branch from the bot- 


tom, and so produce a larger and more uni- 
form head. 

The most troublesome insect enemy is the 
green fly. and to keep this in check tobacco 
stems should be plentifully distributed over 
the pots and benches. Should this prove in- 
sufficient, occasional light fumigations. by 
burning tobacco stems, may be 
Snails are particularly fond of cinerarias.

The Agriculture of Europe's Southland 


How Our “Typically Southern Californian” Products Are Grown in the 
Lands of the Mediterranean—European Problems Compared With 
Our Own—W hat We Can Learn From the Old World 


BY W. V. CRUESS 


[The following observations on agricultural prac- 
tices in Southern Europe were prepared by Prof. 
Cruees for Farm and Orchard readers upon his re- 
cent return from an extended visit of study and 
investigation in Mediterranean lands. They should 
prove of interest and value to Southern California 
growers. —EBditor. ) 


ERE is much in Spain to remind one 

of California. Our own saw-toothed 

Sierra Nevada Mountains have been 
named for those of Southern Spain. Like 
the Sierras of our State, those of Spain fur- 
nish irrigation water for the country’s fer- 
tile valleys and electric light and power for 
the cities. The traveler in this old land 
finds orange groves, vineyards, olive or- 
ehards, rice fields, figs, dates, peaches, apri- 
cotg and other products of the soil that are 
- often considered typically Californian. 


Like California, Spain produces a large 
surplus of some fruits and vegetables for ex- 
port to European countries and the United 
States. In some markets she is California's 
most important competitor. 


To many of us Spain symbolizes bull 
fights, charming dancers and green olives. 
I shall speak only of the last of these. 


In California, olives are grown to supply 
the demand for a richly flavored table relish 
and our principal olive product, the canned 
ripe olive, is a food luxury—although a very 
popular one. In Spain, on the other hand. 
olives are grown principally for oil—a very 
important article in the daily diet of every 
Spaniard. Spain has over 3,000,000 acres of 
olive trees, or approximately 100 times as 
many as California. Most of the fruit is 
converted into ofl consumed in Spain itself 
less than 2 per cent of the crop is made 
into green pickles. Consequently, Spain's 
exportation of green olives does not greatly 
exceed California's production of canned 
ripe olives. 

The reader may be interested in learning 
why Spain does not compete with us in ripe 
olives. It is because of the olive fiy, an in- 
sect which lays its eggs in the olive. From 
the egg develop small white worms which 
render the fruit totally unfit for 
pickling. By harvesting the fruit green, 
damage by the fly is avoided or reduced to a 
minimum. The olive fly has not yet made 
its way to California and we have no desire 
to permit its entrance, 


Seville is the-center of the green olive in- 
dustry in Spain—practically all green olives 
consumed in the United States are produced 
within twenty miles of this famous old city. 

The pickling process is fnteresting. The 
green olives are stored in a dilute tye solu 
tion for several hours to destroy part of the 
natural bitter taste. They are next soaked 
in water for about a day to remove the lye. 
and are then stored in a strong brine in 
large barrels to undergo a fermentation like 
that of sauerkraut. 


OLIVE GROWERS PROSPER 

They are shipped in these barrels to 
America where they are packed in glass in 
fresh brine. The green olive industry re 
turns to Seville about $5,000,000 annually 
and as a result Spanish growers of olives 
for green pickles are now very prosperous. 
This is true in spite of our tariff! against 
Spanish green olives. At first thought it 
seems unnecessary to have a, protective 
tariff on a product not produced commercial. 
ly in America—yet, we must remember that 
Spanish green olives and California ripe 
olives are used for the same purpose and

Olive oil from Spain is much in demand 
for blending purposes in France and Italy. 
Much of the so-called pure Italian and 
French oil of commerce is made up largely 
of Spanish oil. Modern Spanish oil mills are 
among the finest in the world, although one 
finds also still in use the mule-operated 
stone olive grinder and the hand-operated 
wooden beam press of the ancient Romans. 

Practically all foods in Spain are fried in 
olive oil, even such vegetables as tomatoes 
and asparagus. It the oil is properly made 
or has been refined, the fried food is very 
palatable, but if rancid homemade oi] is 
used, the only successful counter-irritant is 
garlic. This probably explains the preva- 
lence of the garlic aroma in Spanish conver- 
sation. Spain now has many modern oil re-

THE GRAPES OF SPAIN 


Spain is noted for her grapes. The drink- 
ing water is often unsafe because of sewage 
contamination, hence the juice of the grape 
is the usual table beverage. Water, in fact, 
is used principally for irrigation, its use 
even for bathing being very limited. The 
principal grapes of Spain are those grown 
for beverage purposes, although Almeria is 
world famous for her table grapes. 


Almeria is a city on the southern coast 
of Spain and on the fringe of a mountainous, 
stony desert so dry that even cactus cannot 
grow without irrigation. Water is brought 
about fifty miles for irrigation. The vines 
are grown on overhead wire trellises—thow- 
sands of acres of them—forming a canopy 
of leaves and canes about seven feet above 
the ground. The vineyards are the only 
green spot in this desert waste. 

The grapes are known in comm: ce as 
Malaga grapes as well as Almeria grapes, 
but they are entirely different from our Call 
fornia Malagas, The grapes are large and 
rather square in outline, very meaty, tough- 
skinned and firm. Therefore, they keep and 
ship well. 

The blossoms will not set to form grapes 
unless artificially pollenized. This is done 
by hand with the pollen from a variety that 
resembles our Tokay. 

The grapes, which ripen in October and 
November, are carefully picked and packéd 
in small wooden barrels or drums in ground 
cork, which is a by-product of the Spanish 
cork factories and very cheap. It keeps the 
grapes dry and thus prevents molding. They 
carry in perfect condition to New York and 
London, where they may be kept in cold 
storage for the Christmas holiday season 
and even until May. Single barrels bring 
as much As $10 in New York—more than 
20 cents per pound wholesale. In California 
redwood sawdust is used successfully in- 
stead of cork as a packing for grapes in 


VALENCIA’S PRODUCTS 


Valencia is the orange center of Spain. The 
es are extensive and the fruit, which 
of good quality, is carefully graded and 
packed in boxes. Most of it goes to England 
and the Scandinavian countries by boat. Of 
particular interest to me was a variety that 
ripened in early November. It was intense- 
ly sweet in taste because of its low acidity 
and should be an excellent variety for use 
in California for the Thanksgiving trade, 
Seville exports bitter oranges to England 
for use in marmalade. This accounts for 
the well-known flavor of the English prod- 
uct. 


Valencia also supplies Europe with onions . 
of the finest quality. These are stored in 
long, low sheds similar to corn cribs until 
fall or winter, when they are boxed and 
shipped to England and other countries 
where onions are popular. 

Near the coast, carob trees are grown to 
produce beans for stock feed. The tree re- 
sembles the California black walnut some- 
what in appearance and bears very heavy 
crops of large, sweet edible pods. The dry 
pods and beans are chopped or ground and 
make excellent stock feed. Some are roasted 
and sold for human food—and used as we 
use roasted peanuts. Perhaps this tree, 
which has been planted in a limited way as

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Protect Chick Buyers

INCE time began in poultry activities, 
8 the common complaint has been that 
buyers of breeding stock, hatching eggs 
and baby chicks, cannot or do not always 
get what they think they are going to re 
ceive or what they believe themselves en- 
titled to. Quite a large percentage of the 
purchasers of chicks are people who are 
starting into the commefcial poultry bust 
ness or who have not had many years’ ex- 
perience at raising and handling laying hens. 
After repeated conversations with a num- 
ber of chick buyers, I find that the first 
consideration in the purchase of chicks is 
the original cost, and too Many people handl- 
cap the net profits from their laying hens by 
the lack of proper caution in the placing of 
the baby chick order. lu the past fit ha 
buyer of chicks 
to go shopping and get the cheapest chick 
offered. Hatcheries have had to adjust 
their business to the demand and produce 
what the pudlie insisted upon—a cheap 
chick. 


The continual cutting in price of chicks 
allowed room for the development of a class 
of business which furnished a questionable 
Ghick and left very little inducement for 
the development of better chicks on a large 
This condition caused a number of 
progressive poultrymen to join their efforts 
in educating the commercial chick buyer 
along the lines of higher quality. As a re- 
sult, the Farm Bureaus of the seven south- 
ern counties of California have, through 
their poultry departments, developed a sys- 
tem for accrediting baby chicks, and have 
@ project working whereby hatcheries and 
breeders who are members of this organiza- 


“tion are able to sell their hatching eggs and 


baby chicks with the assurance to the buy- 
er that they are accredited. The buyers 
know they are getting accredited chicks by 
insisting upon having a certificate showing 
that the chicks are Farm Bureau accredited 
chicks. Then comes the question— What ad- 
vantages will the purchaser have in buying 
Farm Bureau accredited chicks, as com- 
pared with the purchase of non-accreditéd 
chicks? 


In order to answer this question satis- 
factorily, one must understand the meth- 


ods used and the rules complied with in 
the production of the accredited chick. Al- 
#0 some reasons for the adoption of cer- 
tain methods and rules. 


| RULES AND REGULATIONS . 


The rules and regulations of the Farm 
Bureau Accredited Hatcheries and Breed- 
ers’ Project of the seven southern counties 
require, among other things, that all eges 
set must weigh no less than 23 ounces per 
dozen and be of good shape and color. This 
means a great deal to the future perform- 
ance of the pullets raised from the chicks. 
A pullet is apt to produce an ess similar 
to the ones laid by her mother.

breeder is required to breed from 
mF fowls only. A pullet is considered 
mature enough for breeding after she is 
one year old or after she has completed 
an adult moult. Small, weak chicks have 
been produced from immature stock and 
sold to the unsuspecting buyer in numerous 
instances, and they always mean a loss. 
Other sources of weak chicks are overly- 
fat hens and roosters: flocks of breeders 
forced for heavy egg production prior to 
breeding season; breeders kept in filthy 
quarters; lack of green feed and exercise 
and a number of conditions such as ex- 
cessive use of electric lights, all of which 
are guarded against by the rules under 
which Farm Bureau accredited hatching 
eges are produced. 


All breeding hens are individually han- 
died and the poor specimens, such as crip- 
ples, weaklings low in vitality, and those 
showing foreign blood are discarded. The 
mothers of future layers are selected hens. 
The males which sire the accredited chicks 
are carefully selected for vigor, stamina, 
Hody measurements, and production of par- 
ents, 

It is a known and accepted fact that males 
from heavy producing hens will raise the 
average production of their pullets. The

Baby Chick Farm Has a 
Big Job Ahead

The task of raising 40,000 White Leghorn 
baby chicks on one poultry farm is not @ 


small task, yet that is the big job mapped 
out for Mr. and Mrs. G. C. Lauster, success- 
ful poultrymen of the Van Nuys district. 

When Mr. Lauster and his wife purchased 
their five-acre ranch on Payton avenue near 
Roscoe street a little more than seven years 
ago, they began raising poultry on a compar- 
atively small scale. They started with $1000 
capital, money accumulated by hard work 
and careful saving, and which went to make 
the initial payment on their home and 
equipment. Mr. Lauster remained at his 
trade of tinsmith for a year while his wife 
managed the place..Then the growth of the 
poultry business made it necessary for him 
to give his entire time to it. 


that now would be a credit to any communi- 
ty, and with which they have succeeded far 
beyond thier earlier expectations. One need 
but visit their new home and complete new 
set of up-to-date poultry houses and equip- 


good in their chosen occupation. They at- 
tribute their success to the little white hen, 
coupled with their own willingness to work 
early and late. 

With the new set of buildings, including 
six units only recently completed, and all 
of which are combination brooding and lay- 
ing houses, the Lausters have already 
started to produce thousands of pullets 
for poultrymen who do not care to be both- 
ered with the brooding end of the business. 
In order to operate on such a big scale, it 
became necessary to make plans for secur- 
ing of a great number of baby chicks, pre- 
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claims of the two Dutch investigators, Prof. 
Frosch and Prof. Dahmen, who assert that 
they have isolated the specific germ of the 
disease. Six scientists of repute who were 
allowed to investigate their claims agreed 
in stating that the infection tests conduct 
ed by the Dutch give positive results. The 
history of all disease is that once a bacillus 
can be isolated the victory is as good as 


won. The two professors at present de- 


cline to make any promises about the possi- 
bility of conferring immunity upon farm- 
stock but people acquainted with their 
work are very optimistic that success will 
crown their efforts. But once an effective 
vaccine is discovered other problems will 
arise. Vaccines require careful handling 
and the problem of entrusting them to un- 
skilled hands will réquire careful considera- 
tion. Apart from the discoveries in Holland, 
German scientists are carrying on assidu- 
ous research about the disease and are 
reported to have made valuable progress 
with their work. 


S. L. Benusan, an authoritative writer on 
agricultural topics, openly charges in the 
British press that the recent outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease has been seriously 
@geravated in Britain by the carelessness or 
worse of certain farmers and dealers; he 
juntly declares that it “pays” some people 
o have foot-and-mouth disease among their 
herds because they can get more from the 
government than at the market for their 
stock. He admits that such people are in a 
ery small minority, but points out that one 
crook can poison a whole county without 
much trouble. Others back up his com- 
plaint that there has been a lack of effec- 
tive administration for dealing with many 
simultaneous outbreaks and that the ab- 
ence of a proper staff, market control, the 
crux of the problem, has been poor. He is 
a strong advocate of compulsory insurance 
on the ground that as long as the farmers 
know that the costs of inspection, slaug?h- 
ter, disinfection and compensation will be 
paid out of the public funds, they will aot 
trouble to take the precautions which they 
would strictly observe, if a fund created by 
payments from their own pockets were at

— were reported, but they were sot — 
Drying, northerly winds occurred 
on one oF two days in Northern California 
and the week as a Whole was rather windy. 
Several thousand acres of grazing land were 
burned over in San Luis Obispo county. It 
is reported that there is now considerable 
snow on some of the high peaks in Northern 
California, and that the rain that fell in the 
mountains may make it possible to use some 
ranges that have been unavailable on ac- 
count of lack of drinking water for the 
stock. 

“Rice fields have all been dewatered, and 
harvesting was in full swing, about two 
weeks earlier than usual. Some rice was 
threshed with good results. Digging of 
sugar beets continued, while harvesting of 
beans was mostly completed and threshing 
was in progress. Picking and ginning of 
cotton proceeded; in the Imperial Valley, 
cotton pests have materially decreased 
where the plants have been kept green. 
Pastures, ranges and stock remain generally 
poor. Sowing of winter grain started in & 
small way. Alfalfa continued good. 

“Many tomatoes were being canned. 
Ripening was retarded by the cooler weath- 
er. The yield of tomatoes is variable, blight 
having caused considerable damage in some 
localities. Caulifiower was being set out, 
and land was being prepared for artichokes 
and winter peas. Some celery and decreas- 
ing lots of melons were marketed. 

“The cooler weather retarded the drying 
of prunes and raisins, but this work is well 
advanced. The entire Thompson Seedless 
raisin crop has been cured and is in stack 
or sweat-box. Dry weather until the end of 
this month will make the raisin harvest 
virtually complete. Large shipments of 
fresh grapes were made. Car-lot shipments 
of pomegranates moved from the Tulare 
county foothill sections. Olive picking for 
| green pickling was under way, and walnuts 
were being gathered with variable yields. 
Apples and a few late pears and peaches 
were picked. Citrus fruits made satisfac- 
tory progress; fumigating and spraying 
were quite general.”

Even at 
harvest time the cost is kept down by the 
family’s picking most of the nuts. They 
have established a comfortable home, built 
a cottage in one corner of the grove for 
renting, and further reduce expenses by 
raising chickens, berries, some fruits and 
vegetables. The property was expensive 
to begin with, costing more than $1000 per 
acre; but it is now one of the best produc- 
ing walnut groves in the valley, and valued 
the owners at $2000 per acre.

Italy is overpopulated; in many localities 
the farms are so small and those depend- 
ent on the soll so numerous that the farmers 
cannot afford to keep horses or other draft 
animals.

The ground is 
i cultivated by hand with man-sise hoes or 
shovels. These people, however, appear to 
be happy and fairly content with their lot, 
all things considered, Still when California 
ls mentioned to them, they emphatically 
state their burning desire to become Call- 
fornians and leave behind them the fields of 
sunny Italy. 

Olive oil, e juice of the grape, hard 
bread and sphaghetti are the principal items 
in the peasants’ diet. Frequently the peas 
ant grinds his own wheat and converts it 
into macaroni. I ate some of this home 
made macaroni cooked with olive oil, chick- 
en and tomato sauce and garlic and found 
it excellent. The Italian peasant eats well, 
even if he must deny himself in other ways, 
Olive trees are found everywhere and small 
oil mills are numerous.

The farmers in most sections of Southern 
Europe at the time of my visit were not 
prosperous. Taxes are heavy and living 
costs relatively high while export markets 
are decidedly unsatisfactory. Apparently 
the farmer the world over is at present hav- 
ing a hard row to hoe. 

hen political conditions and Buropean 
financial systems again become stabilized, 
we may expect a change for the better in 
the markets for both European and Ameri- 
can farm products. 

Perhaps the greatest lesson for us in 
Southern European agriculture is the 
maintenance of soil fertility by fertilization, 
crop rotation and good cultural practice. 
While the peasant has much to learn from 
us in the use of modern implements and 
power on the farm, we can leafn a great 
deal from him concerning tried e i proven

tinuous development as Southern Cali- 

fornia it is not given to all men to wit 
ness and share {n such unusual changes ax 
have recently overtaken the picturesque old 
ranch in the desert northwest of Victorville. 
three miles east of Adelanto, which has 
been the home of N. R. Turner and his wife 
lor more than forty years. It is said that 
history travels in cycles. In any event the 
Turners, after years of the ordinary routine 
ussociated with life in the reclaimed desert, 
have had the interesting experience of find- 
ing themselves in the midst of activities cen- 
rering about their ranch and past their door 
und which definitely suggest the busy days 
of covered caravans nearly half a century 
ugo when their venture was first launched. 

The Turner ranch, as it has been calle’ 
for a generation, has been a veritable oasis 
in the Mojave Desert. On the slopes above 
the ranch house and barn are many 
springs, cropping out at elevations sufficient 
to permit the distribution of the water by 
gravity over a large area of bottom land. 
lying close by the Mojave River. Here Mr. 
Turner has been farming since pioneer days 

The awakening of new activity about the 
old ranch has resulted in part from the 
great revival of vehicular traffic over the old 
Santa Fe trail—a traffic of motor cars in- 
stead of covered wagons—and partly from 
the fact that the property has been taken 
over by a company intent on developing «4 
considerable tract of land in the vicinity 
The spring-fed reservoir on the property 
plays an important part in this project, a 
water pipe and booster pump having been 
installed to convey water from the ranch to 
orchards around Adelanto. The plans of the 
new owners also contemplate a still further 
development of the agricultural possibilities 
of the ranch itself. 

The Turners, who will continue in posses- 
sion for some months to come, have always 
conducted the 350-acre holding as a hay and 
stock ranch, and as a hay ranch especially 
it has been known from one end of the Mo 
jave Desert to the other. At present there 


E“ in a land of such rap and con- 


are about seventy acres ali told in alfalfa, to- 
gether with considerable natural pasture on 
which are carried some fifty beef cattle. 
The ranch also boasts an old pear orchard 
of around ten acres. Under the new man- 
agement, the alfalfa planting is to be in- 
creased to eighty acres or more and as much 
more land is to be put into truck crops. The 
new owners also expect to feed more stock 
ud to conduct a small dairy on the ranch. 

A great deal of historical and sentimental 
interest attaches to the old adobe ranch 
house and near-by structures which years 
of irrigating have surrounded with giant cot- 
tonwoods and deep green alfalfa fields. Here 
the old United States mail pony express 
used to stop on its way to or from San 
Bernardino. Mr. Turner remembers well 
the winter and spring days when high wa- 
ter in the Mojave would detain the mail 
carriers. In such an event there was noth- 
ing to do but stop at the ranch until was 
safe to ford the treacherous stream. Hos 
ever, the government regulation was that no 
carrier could wait more than three days. If 
at the end of that time he could not go for- 
ward he was required to retrace his steps 
to San Bernardino. 

Many a time, Mr. Turner declares. he has 
seen the mail wagon driven into the foaming 
stream when it was so deep that horses and 
wagon would plunge out of sight, only to re 
appear again—usually right side up The 
mail was securely strapped to the vehicle in 
such cases. 

Those who are familiar with the banks of

the Mojave where the National Old Trails 
or Santa Fe crosses the river east of Victor. 
ville, will recall that at the present time the 
stream is fringed with a luxuriant growth of 
cottonwoods. But we are told by those who 
have lived on the Turner ranch for a gey- 
eration that this present growth is but a 
fraction of what travelers found in the early 
days. Then there was a veritable forest 
covering the entire river bottom, a dense 
jungle of trees and tall grass. This growth 
extended in a wide strip either side of the 
stream and as can be imagined, was a won- 
derful spot in the eyes of early pioneers, es 
pecially those who trekked overland with 
stock. The parched land eastward toward 
Barstow and the Colorado River ‘ook its 
regular toll of both himans and animals. 
At dest. cattle were on reaching 
the Mojave River and it was a common cus- 
tom for owners to stop in the vicinity of the 
ranch for several days to permit all con- 
cerned to recuperate. 

The fertility of the bottom lands is a sub- 
ject on which Mr. Turner and his father-in- 
law. H. R. Robinson like to dwell. On many 
occasions cattle would be temporarily lost, 
they say, because their owners could not 
find them in the high grass. It was a com- 


mon practice when rounding up a herd in 
these bottoms for one man to climb a cotton- 
wood and watch for the waving of the grass 
occasioned by the movement of a steer or 
cow. The lookout would then call to a com- 
panion, directing him to the poirit where a 
beast was believed to be concealed.

mon in the bottoms, Mr. Turner says. 

One of the eafly steps at water conserva- 
tion in the region was the buibling of the 
Turner ranch reservoir about a quarter of 
a mile in length, a considerable distance 
from the river and several feet above it. 
This reservoir does not receive any river 
water, being fed entirely by springs on the 
Turner ranch It is thie water which is 
drawn on in part by the new developers in 
the district to supplement a supply vat for 
years has come entirely from wells. The 
uncovering of numerous springs, heretofore 
undeveloped, has augmented the flow into 
the reservoir, so that now there is said to be 
amp'e water not only for the river-hbottom 
alfaifa fields of the ranch but for extensive 
pear orchards, vineyards and poultry 
ranches outside the ranch area. 

A particularly interesting feature of this 
early day rendezvous is the picturesque two 
story adobe structure immediately back of 
the old family dwelling. The once whitened 
walls have been stained by time and the old 
outside stairs leading to the second story 
bear in their worn treads the evidence of a 
whole generation of usage. At one time this 
was used asa residence, although it now 
serves humbler purposes of storage and the 
like. 

Beside the doorway is a moss-lined trough 
into which the greatest luxury of the desert 
fows continuously. It is not difficult to 
imagine the travelers of early days weary 
with weeks of toil over sands and through 
sage brush, fairly plunging their faces into 
the bountiful stream which flows into the 
old trough. 

It is something of a coincidence that 
there has been a revival of adobe construc- 
tion in this unfolding desert region, most 
of the new homes and other structures in 
the nearby orchard and farming lands us! 
the same materials that the pioneers foun 
so durable, although the new edifices are 
built in somewhat better and more lasting 
style than their predecessors.

The great need for research work of 
this kind in the Golden State has been ap 
parent for many years.

tables, the industry having returned over 
$60,000,000 last year. Many problems are 
met in vegetable culture and marketing. The 
Division of Truck Crops has already started 
valuable work in several lines especially in 
improvement of varieties by selection and 
breeding. Present activities are explained 
by Dr. Rosa in a recent letter to the Farm 
and Orchard Magazine, which, is part, is re- 
produced herewith. 

“Just to give you an idea what we are do- 
ing in this division, Dr. Jones is working on 
a project which he calls Chemical Changes 
in Peas During Maturation. This will prob- 
ably lead to information that will enable the 
canners to harvest the peas at just the right 
stage of maturity to assure the highest 
sugar content and the best edible quality.

Some land is available on the 
farm for commercial production of vege 
tables and vegetable seed crops and the 
work of improving varieties by selection and 
breeding is practiced with all vegetable 
crops of commercial importance in Cali- 
fornia. 
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“Another of Dr. Jones s projets is with 
onions, one phase of which has to do with 
breeding of varieties which have a long dor- 
mant period and which can be safely kept 
in ordinary storage for a léng period without 
sprouting. Present varicties have either a 
short dormant period or are mixed so that 
many of them start to sprout shortly after be- 
ing harvested, thus necessitating the use of 
cold storage. Another project on onions is 
the development of strains which are abso- 
lutely true and uniform as to shape, size and 
time of maturity. 

asparagus, Dr. Jones is carrying on 
a la number of experiments comparing 
the yield produce from the large versus 
small crowns, from male versus female 
plants, and studying such factors as time of 
planting and varieties, as well as the effect 
of early cutting on yield of asparagus viants.

portant work with potatoes is being carried on by this department. 


“With sweet corn, we are working along 
plant breeding lines for the development of 
varieties which have a long, tight shuck, 
which it is to be hoped will have some re- 
sistance to the corn ear worm. Another gs 
pect of the corn breeding work is to develop 
strains that will be free from the tendency 
to throw out so many suckers. We think it 
is entirely possible to develop a variety of 
sweet corn which will produce no suckers. 

“Some of the projects I am particularly 
interested in are as follows: Work on po- 
tato seed curing treatments, and on treat- 
ment to break the rest period of potatoes, 
especially with the growing of second-crop 
potatoes in Southern California. As you 
know, the stand is often poor where the late 
crop is planted with the early crop potatoes; 
also we have found that certain chemical 
treatments will hasten the sprouting of dor- 
mant potatoes. Another project on potatoes 
has to do with seed piece decay. One of the 


principal reasons for poor stands of pota- 
toes under certain conditions is the decay of 
the seed piece by fungi or bacteria before it 
can send up a sprout. We believe this can 
be eliminated by a method of handling that 
permits the healing of the cut surfaces be- 
fore the potatoes are planted. 

“Still another potato project has to do 
with the troubles known as heat necrosis 
or internal brewning. These cause the loss 
of a large quantity of potatoes each year. 
With this trouble is apparently connected the 
condition which existed last year, wherein 
many seed pieces failed to sprout when 
planted in the spring. Another potato pro, 
ect has to do with tuberization—-just what 
conditions are necessary for tuberization, 
and if it is possible to regulate the number 
of tubers formed by a potato plant.

“On spinach we are working at several 
different angles, first to find out if it is pos 
sible to influence the ratio of male to female 
plants, and second, if it is possible to de 
velop a hermaphrodite strain. Either of 
these lines of attack should be helpful te 
the growers of spinach seed. We are also 
breeding spinach for certain qualities, espe 
cially for the long standing habit, that is, to 
get good strains which do not run to seed 
too quickly upon maturity of the crop. We 
have secured strains that will be superior 
to most of the commercial! sorts.

CHINA STARTS TO TEACH 


LOWER CLASSES TO READ 

Speaking recently before the department 
of Chinese and the Institute of Arts and 
Sciences of Columbia University and the 
members of the American Oriental society, 
Sao-Ke Alfred Sze, Chinese Minister to the 
United States, explained the modern 
trends of education in China. 


“A graduate of Yale university, Dr. Y. C. 
James Len, he said, has worked out a 
system whereby ne hopes to educate 
China’s illiterate millions in a decade. He 
was one of those young men who volun- 
teered for work in France and was as 
signed to the Chinese labor corps. While 
in France he interested himself in the 
teaching of illiterate laborers. On his re- 
turn home he became a member of the 
committee on adult education of the Chin- 
ese Natipnal Association. 

“With the experience he derived in France 
in teaching the illiterate laborers to read, 
he thought of solving the problem of edu- 
cating the millions of illiterates in the home 
country. He continued his experiments at 
home. Hig object was to compile a vocab- 
wlary of the characters most frequently 
used in the spoken language so that the 
Miterates would not have to waste their 
time on characters which would not be of 
particular use in their everyday life. Yen 
found that out of the 1000 words he orig- 
inally selected, there were no less than 800 
the same as those selected by H. C. Chen, 
another man working on the same idea. 80, 
together with Chen, he finally decided on 
the selection of the remaining 200 charac- 
ters. 

“With the selection of this vocabulary 
of 1000 foundation characters, Yen pre- 
pared four readers, each reader containing 
twenty-four lessons, designed for twenty- 
four week days of the month. Each lesson 
ia divided into three parts, a picture to 
interest the reader, a reading exercise based 
on the picture and individual new charac- 
ers. By means of newspapers, posters and 
proclamations, it is now hoped to get these 
characters before the public and interest 
the people in the textbook."—{From the 
New York Times.

Rule.3. Cotton should be the only tex- 
ture to cover the skin and then it should be 
of the light and porous variety. 

Rule 4, Abdominally binding clothes 
should not be worn. Logically, support for 
clothes should be from the shoulders. Some 
day women, especially, will drape instead of 
dress. The female figure u far lovelier with 
loose draped clothes than with tight fitting 
garments that reveal, in many cases, the 
ugly lines of modern, “civilized,” distorted, 
living habits. 

Rule 5. All clothing should be loose and 
should not constrict either the vital arteries 
and nerves, nor prevent the free and easy 
breathing movements.

Then 
what is lacking in the diet of a large per 
centage of modern civilized peoples? 

“We can raise the finest of wheat. We 
know how to produce the highest quality of 
live stock known (for we feed them on the 
rich embryo and outer coverings of the 
seeds commonly made into human food, 
which make excellent blood, bones, and 
teeth, besides turning them out on the pure 
grasses, containing the life-giving minerals 
and vitamines,) yet how few of us really 
know what we ought to eat! The newer 
light on nutrition has proved beyond all

Serra Pilgrimage to Be Celebrated This Month in His- 
torical Pageant to Take in Communities from 


Monterey to Carmel-by-the-Sea 


Mestres, president of the Carmel Mission, 
in collaboration with Perry Newberry, & 
well-known author and playwright living in 
Carmel, will be given its initial performance 
on the pageant grounds at Monterey. Mr. 
Newberry will direct this pageant, which 
will be repeated three or four times during 


the week, and Francis J. Hickson, a gradu- 
ate of the University of California, Southern 
Beanch, will play the title role. This will 
present the outstanding events in the hie- 
tory of Junipero Serra, called the “Path- 
finder of California.” 

Serra personifies the romantic and adven- 
turous, as well as the idealistic element in 
early Californian history, one historian de 
scribing him as “an enthusiastic, battling, 
almost quarrelsome, fearless, keen-witted, 
fervidly devout, unselfish, single-minded 
missionary.” A native of the Island of Ma- 
jorea, he consecrated himselt at the age of 
86 to a lifework of service in the New 
World, doing pioneer labor first in North- 
eastern Mexico, and more dangerous work 
yet among the Indians of Northern Texas, 
until a massacre in 1768 wiped out this post, 
the reopening of which never seemed 
feasible. Except for this massacre Serra 
would probably never have come to his 
memorable work in California. 

As it was, he went to Baja (Lower) Call- 


fornia, to take over the former Jesuit mis- 


sions there, and was soon appointed prest- 
dent of the new missions to be founded in 
Alta (Upper) California, accompanying 
Gaspar de. Portola, Governor of Mexico, on 
one of the four expeditions by both land 
and sea directed by Galvez in the years 
1769-1770. Serra was with the second land 
expedition, which left La Pas on March 9, 
1769. Portola and Serra were nearly fifty 
days reaching San Diego, where the four 
exploring parties came together again, al- 


though a large percentage of the men had 


died of hardship on the way. 


Journey of Hardship 


ORTOLA, accompanied by Fra Crespi, 
but not Serra, continued on overland to 
Monterey, a harbor previously discovered 
and mapped by Viscaino in 1602. Thirty- 
eight days more in the heat of qiummer 
made this part of the journey also one of 
hardship and suffering, particularly as the 
explorers did not recognize the bay when 
they came to it. They continued on north, 
where they eventually came upon a view of 
what seemed a great inland sea—San Fran- 
cisco Bay. Even on their way back they 
were not sure of the identity of Monterey 
harbor, although they tarried there and 
erected two great crosses in commemora- 
tion of their visit, one on the shore of Car- 
melo Bay, the other at the edge of the very 
bay of which they had been in quest. 

They reached San Diego 
again toward the end of 
January, 1770, where Ser 
ra had been working in 
the interval, and where all 
now awaited the return of 
the ship, San Antonio, 
which had sailed back to 
Baja California for pro 
visions. The San Antonio 
was gone nine months, 
and if, when she finally 
came back, an accident 
had not made her put in- 
to San Diego Bay instead 
of continuing north to 
Monterey—where the 
commander had expected 
to find the members of the 
land expedition—that at- 
tempt to occupy Alta Call- 
fornia would have bad to 
be abandoned, and the hie 
tory of the State would 
have been changed. 

But now, § reinforced 
against material want, 
Portola started north 
again in April of that year, 
accompanied this time by 
both Serra and Crespi. 
They went by land, while 
the San Antonte started 
simultaneously by sea.

Thousands of Marvels 


ORNING comes and it is almost with a 

shock we realize that less than forty- 
eight hours have elapsed since we left Hono- 
lulu. So much appears to have happened 
and we know there is so much yet to be 
done. Almost as 800 as breakfast is over 
we are in our automobiles once more and are 
tearing through another section of the won- 
dertul Hawaii National Park. Here we are 
shown places where molten lava, running 
over a forest and then solidifying, has 
caused the giant trees to burn away very 
slowly, leaving perfect casts of themselves 
upright in the lava rock. This is only one 
of thousands of marvels within the radius 
of a very few miles. To tell of them all 
would necessitate a volume. 


5 And now we are heading back toward Hilo 
and after a delightful run down the moun- 
tain side for twenty miles we swing off ab- 
ruptly to the right and in another hour have 
plunged into the finest belt of true tropical 
forest in the Hawaiian Islands. It is quité 
different to our well-ordered mainland for- 
ests, for one could lose oneself very com- 
pletely in ten seconds. Flowering creepers 
hang from all the trees, while the under 
growth is a mass of huge ferns and marvel- 
ous mosses. We have only to go about five 
steps from the automobile road to know 
that we could not ever find our way out 
again once we got into the depths of this 
tangled wilderness. 

On we go and now we once ‘more trend 
down hill and presently the flashing, sea 
lies before us as we emerge on to the shore 
and pull up in the center of an immense 
grove of tall cocoanut palms. Here we are 
going to lunch in picnic fashion upon a lava 
beach whose sands are coal black. We shall 
sit beneath the trees in the same spot in 
which much of Richard Walton Tully's fa- 
mous play. “The Bird of Paradise.” was 
written. The delightful native village of 
Kalapana furnishes a number of small 
boys who, with the agility of monkeys, scut- 
tle to the tops of the tallest palms and 
throw down the green cocoanuts for our de- 
light. Who that has tasted the delicious 
cool milk of a green cocoanut can forget 
the sensation? 

We sit awhile on the beach after lunch- 
eon, watching the sea turtle poking their 
inquisitive heads above the surf, and then 
again we enter our automobiles and for 
twenty miles run along by the edge of the 
sea across savage lava flows and through 
tropical scenery of exquisite beauty. Tiny 
bays, each more lovely than the last, follow 
each other in quick succession, each tempt- 
ing us to alight and linger. Much of the 
foliage is strange to us and We ply our 
driver with eager questions. 

We pass Opthikoa and Pohoiki, two love 
ly little hamlets, and now enter Kapoho, an- 
other noted volcanic section of the island. 
Here we shall see more craters and if we 
have time shall make a little detour to the 
noted warm spring, the fairylike pool whose 
waters are apparently of mother-of-pearl. 
And then we shall go to the lava trees, 
the antithesis of the tree molds we saw 
some hours back at the volcano. Here are 
the trees themselves entirely coated in lava, 
standing upright on the surface of the 
ground. 

Follows the twenty-five-mile run back to 
Hilo and as the sun begins to get low in 
the western sky we reach the dock and once 
more board our fine vessel. At 5 o'clock 
we steam slowly out of Hilo Harbor and as 
the darkness shuts down after dinner we

The under button is slipped 
through a hole in the lobe of 
the ear in such a way that it 
holds the outer disc firmly 
against the side of the head. 
In order to get the exact size 
of one of these earrings per- 
suaded the Bagoba who wore it 
to take it off and let me make a 
tracing of it in my notebook. 
It was just about as wide as two 
columns of this newspaper and 
the bottom was as big around as 
a silver quarter. The man re 
fused to sell the earring for less 
than 25 pesos. The hole in the 
lobe of his ear was at least an 
inch long, and I saw this stretch 
when he inserted the button. 


He told me that the hole was 
made by piercing the ear and 
enlarging it from time to time 
by inserting sticks or straws un- 
til it was stretched to the de 
sired size. Poorer men among 
the Bagobas had earrings of 
wood, and the women wore 
wooden ear plugs iniaid with 
silver and brass. These plugs 
are connected by a beaded band 
that runs under the chin. One 
of the Bagoba men, perhaps 
lacking an earring, had thrust 
a large cigar through his ear- 
lobe, thus using it as a pocket. 

The garments of these Bago- 
bas are curious to an extreme, 
The men wear beautifully 
woven jackets and short trou- 
sers of grass cloth which are 
dyed red and white and em- 
broidered with beads. Their 
jackets do not reach to the 
waist, their sleeves stop at the 
elbow, while the trousers end at 
the middle of the thigh. Most 
of the men wear bead bracelets, 
and nearly all have bands of 
beads about their legs between 
the calf and the knee. They 
carry knapeacks of grass cloth 
embroidered with beads of many 
colors and bordered with 
tassels and beads.

The Negritos live 
in the woods for the most part, although 
some who have been in contact with the 
more cultured Filipinos have adopted a 
semi-sedentary mode of life. The nomadic 
ones have no houses except temporary shel- 
ters of leaves and branches. 


They live wholly by hunting and trapping 
and gathering the wild forest products. 
They do no farming, are ignorant of the 
art of swimming, and have great fear of 
the water. Their only weapon is the bow 
and arrow, and they fish only by shooting 
from the bank with an arrow to which a

There are 3,000,000 coffee cows and 750, 
000 tea cows in the United States, according 
to dairy statisticians. That is to say, the

Coffee consumption is around 1,000,000, 
000 pounds annually or approximately 40, 
000,000,000 cups. This requires 40,000,000,000 
ounces of cream, the milk equivalent of 
which is 12,500,000,000 pounds, or practi- 
cally oneeighth the total production of 
milk im the United States. 

Consumption of tea in the United States 
is practically 85,000,000 pounds, or ap 
proximately 21,000,000,000 cups. The quan- 
tity of cream used in tea averages onjy 


one-balf that in coffee or one-half ounce 


per cup, or a total in terms of milk of more 
than 1,000,000,000 pounds. 

The survey also brings out the fact that 
800,000,000 pounds of sugar a year, or 
one-tenth of the sugar consumed for all 
purposes in the United States, is used in 
coffee and tea.

I photographed one 30 years oki who was 
no taller than an American 10-year-old boy. 
He had woolly hair and his face was the 
color of stove blacking. His name was 
Manuel. When the camera was pointed at 
him he fled with a terrified howl. The other 
Negrito was a slave nurse who seemed to 
be on the same footing as the rest of the 
children. 


In traveling through the mountains we 
saw some evidences of the skill of the Ne 


gritos as hunters. One was their traps for 
deer and wild hogs. The deer 
trap was merely a long bamboo 
pole fastened to the trees across 
a path down which the animals 
came to a stream. The pole 
had loops of rattan so hung that 
the horns of the deer became en- 
tangled in them; and when the 
deer pulled away the slip noose 
of the loops tightened and held 
him so that the Negritos could 
spear or shoot him before he 
got loose. 


There are many of these 
pygmies scattered through other 
parts of Luzon. They are found 
in the Visayan Islands, there 
are some who live around Mt. 
Apo, and there is a taller ne 
groid type known as the Mama- 
nuas in the Surigao peninsula. 
The latter have villages and are 
more or less mixed with the 
Manobos. 


So far as is known, the true 
aboriginal speech of the 
pygmies has entirely disap 
peared. All of the vocabularies 
that have been collected show 
words of the Malay type, al 
though they often represent 
forms that have long become 
obsolete among the other peo 
ples of the islands. Dr. Beyer, 
who is an authority on the. 
ethnology of the islands, is mak- 
ing further studies of these 
peoples, and when I last saw 
him in Manila he was just de 
parting with an expedition to 
live several months among 
those who inhabit the wilds of 
the Island of Mindoro. 


But I might fill this paper 
with the strange stories I hear 
and the strange things I see re 
lating to the pagans of this part 
of the world. The archipelago 
is an ethnologist museum with 
many queer peoples and numer- 
ous freaks. Not long ago & 
wealthy Filipino saw at Coney 
Island a pair of twins joined to 
gether at the hips like those of 
Siam. 

He paid a latte sum of maney 
to free them from their contract and brought 
them back to Manila, where I understand 
they are now living at his expense. There 
is a law here against the exportation of hu- 
man curiosities to other countries for exht- 
bition. 


A photographer of Manila recently sold 
photographs of Igorots showing perceptible 
talls, and a professor of a missionary col- 
lege assures me that he saw one in the 
northern mountains who had a little tall ex- 
tending out at his back over his geestring. 

But, on the other band, our doctors say 
that in America and Europe there are now 
and then born human beings which show 
these visible evidences of our descent from 
the monkey, but these are usually ampw 
tated at birth, or, if not, we have more than 
geestrings to hide them.
